WASHINGTON, Der. 24.—Plaps 
:for revolutionizing the power plants 
of aircraft and thus enormously 
increasing their sizes and radius 
of action have been laid before 
the navy department by Dr. Rud- 
olph Wagner, German engineer 
and inventor fogmerly connected 
with the Zeppelin enterprises it 
was learned today. 

Proposing to substitute high 
pressure steam turbine plants for 
what he described as the present 
unreliable internal combustion mo- 
tor, Dr. Wagner maintains that 
he will be able to drive a giant 
seaplane of 6,006 horsepower 
across the Atlantic in about 18 
hours, two hours less than the 
fastest train between New York 
and Chicago. 

This same plane would carry 80 
passengers at a speed of 160 miles 
an hour, according to Dr.. Wagner.

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PERFECTION IN ‘PHONES 


Scientific advatice today is. incredibly ; rapid. 
This is true especially in the realm of communication, 
with emphasis on the instruments used for intelligence 
and entertainment. 

The radio’s story is familiar enough, though few 
except the scientific radio fans realize the great pro- 
gress made in the last year or two in perfecting the me- 
chanism of transmission’ and reception. The _ best 
radio insiruments today, under favorable conditions, 
reproduce voice and instrumental music with ‘surpris- 
ing accuracy.

More impressive than this rapid but gradual radio] 
improvement is a sudden advance made in phono- 
graphic mechanism, by which nearly all of the old 
mechanical blemishes are avoided and concerts or 
speeches are rendered with such fidelity to sound and 
tone that it is hard to believe speakers, singers and 
players are not present in the room. 

Now similar perfection seems about to, extend 
ogthe telephone, and add to the near-perfection of 
adio and phonograph. Something — revolutionary 
seems to have been done by Dr. Lee de Forest, in- 
ventor of the radio vacum tube. The diaphragm of 
a telephone or radio loudspeaker or any other type of 
“phone” has. always been made, heretofore, in the 
© form of a disc with the electro-magnetic device ap- 
plied to its center.. According to Dr. de Forest's 
statement of a basi¢ invention just patented by him, 
he uses a curved membrane with the electro-magnetic 
vibrations applied to the edge, thereby reproducing 
sound waves without distortion. It seems to be a re-! 
volutionary principle in sound reproduction, and if | 
what is claimed for it is true, it will soon be adding 
“to the pleasure and’ profit of millions.

No false cry of land was. this, 
that. was heard on that autumn 
morning in 1492. 

The fleet of three vessels under 
the supreme command of Christo- 
pher Columbus neared the land 
that they supposed to be India.

ably Watling’s Island, one of the ~ 
smaller islands of the West Indies. ° 


Land was first seen by a man 
named Bermejp, a commow sailor 
on the Pinta. However, the pro- 
ject and the command, had been 
in Columbus’ hands and by com- 
mon consent the crew agreed, that 
he should have the honor of the 
discovery.

Hydraulic Press Protects Cable _ 
With Continuous Coat of Lead 


These Giant Lead Presses Are Putting the Lead Covering on 
,, Telephone Cable, :

There is a story about an aged king 
who used to.worry over the problem 
of how apples got inside apple dump- 
lings. This is nothing compared to 
the problew of how telephone - cable 
gets inside its lead covering? 

There is no mystery, however, even 
to this question at the telephone fac- 
tory of the Western Electric Com- 
pany at Chicago, or the new plant at 
Kearny, New Jersey, just outside New 
York. First, of course, the core of 
the cable is made, first by insulating 
copper wires with paper and twisting 
them into pairs, and then by stranding 
the pairs together in a highly accurate 
and (to the outsider) a highly com- 
plicated manner, 


- The core is then dried in vacuum 
ovens heated to about 250 degrees 
Fahrenheit until the moisture in the 
paper insulation has been driven out 
The presence of an appreciable amount 
of moisture in’ the paper insulation 
renders the cable. useless. 

When the core has béen thoroughly 
dried it is put through the last manu- 
facturing process, that of applying the 


and into the pipe. 
core snugly, and draws it through the 
lead press as additional pipe or sheath 


alloy of lead with approximately. 1% 
antimony, and is applied by a lead 
Press or sheathing machine, which: is 
essentially a machine fer making lead 
pipe.. A hydraulic press working at 
enormous pressure forces the sheath 
metal between the tapered, end of sa 
hollow core tube and a die ring, thus 
forming the pipe. ‘The sheath metal 
temperature is about 450 . degrees 
Fahrenheit, at which it is in a plastic 
state, but it is not hot enough to dant 
age the paper on the core in the short 
time to which the paper may be ex- 
posed to that temperature.
